AUSTRALIAN SLAVES. 


SYSTEM OF BONDAGE W HICH EX- 
. ISTS IN ENGLISH TERRITORY. 


The Fa cts as Presented by a M issionary. 
The Method o f Procuring the Slaves. 
Kidnapped and Cruelly T rea ted~D ca th 
Punishment« 
p 
Tb e English government, which has al­ 
ways stood as the foremost power in demand 
ing the abolition of slavery and the slave 
trade, is now brought face to face with the 
fact that the natives of western Australia are 
subjected by the queen’s subjects to a system 
of involuntary servitude, which is character­ 
ized by all the horrors of slavery as practiced 
in barbarous countries. This is no news to 
the average traveler in Australia, but the 
officials of Great Britain seem to have been 
hi complete ignorance until the Aborigines 
Protection society, of London, after learning 
the facts from the Rev. Mr. Gribble, a mis­ 
sionary to the natives, laid them before Lord 
Granville, and an investigation is now being 
made, with a view to taking some action 
toward protecting the natives from their 
cruel taskmasters. 


*• 
THE srSTESf or BONDAGE. 
The sluvery of the western Australians is 
founded on the ignorance of the natives and 
the power and disposition of the whites to 
take advantages of it. As a matter of fact 
there are no slaves in the colony in the sense 
in which they existed in this country before 
the war. No native is absolutely owned in 
fee simple by his master, but the system of 
bondage is so well perfected that very few, 
if any, of the victims ever regain their fret^ 
dom so long as they aro able to work for 
their temporary owners. In this respect tho 
system is moro brutal than actual slavery, 
because the owners of slaves were bound to 


W om an and Her R esource*. 
Women need to cultivate their own re­ 
sources more. There are some who early 
recognize the difference of value between the 
perishable and imperishable things of rhii 
earth, livery valuable possession has its ad­ 
ded care and exf*ense. People who were once 
in moderate circumstances, or j*» or, even, 
who grew wealthy, look back upon the old 
life oh freer from cares, and happier; yet, if 
they were to go back to their early and simple 
style of living the world would severely criti­ 
cise them. Every woman needs to keep up 
her list of old friends, and to make new ones, 
too; the family and children cannot meet all 
the wants that middle-aged people must have 
for friendship. Not any woman is so busy 
but that she can find time to write an occa­ 
sional letter. If the friend to whom she owes 
a letter would come to see her, she could lay 
aside work and talk to her, and urge her to 
stay longer. One can stop on the street at 
the risk of taking pneumonia in winter, to 
talk to a friend for half an hour, and why 
cannot friends be civil when they do not 
meet/ 
Pure air every day, which housekeepers 
need so much, would freshen them up until 
twice the amount of work could lie accom­ 
plished that there is, without the daily drag­ 
ging sensation which one has who stays so 
closely indoors. There are many mothers 
and children who do not go out for a week of 
snowy or stormy weather, and all grow irri­ 
table or crow, because they have failed to pro­ 
vide themselves with proper protection against 
storms—overshoes, leggings, rain coats or um­ 
brellas. The English family entire goes out 
rain or shine. Health ranks first with them, 
as it should.—Paulino Adelaide Hardy in 
Good Housekeeping.

the Australian slaveholder may, and does, 
turn his wretched bondsman loose to starve 
and die as soon as he is unable to perform his 
allotted task. It is a bondage in which the 
master has all the benefits, with absolutely 
no responsibility attached. 
The method of procuring these slaves is 
simple but eiTective. The settler who desires 
the labor of a native man, woman or child 
draws up a paper in which the native is made 
to say that he offers himself for employment 
for a certain period. The master signs this 
document, and the native makes his cross in 
presence of a policeman, and the thing is 
done. Prom that time the native is as really 
a slave os though his master owned him body 
and soul. He is generally ignorant of tho 
contents of the |>aper which he has “ signed,” 
but it places him absolutely in tbe power of 
his master to do with him as he pleases dur­ 
ing the term of the “ assignment,” and at its 
close he is frightened into signing again. 
KIDNAPPING THE NATIVES. 
Most of the natives thus assigned are kid­ 
napped and brought in from tho interior, and 
when once they have made the cross, whose 
significance they do not appreciate, they are 
held by the magistrates as subject to the 
masters and servants’ act of Great Britain 
and punished under its provisions if they run 
away, although the law was never intended 
to apply to barbarous people. 
Mr. Gribble relates many instances of the 
cruelties practiced 011 tho Australian slaves 
of the manner in which they are loaded with 
chains for trivial offenses, and of tho indigni­ 
ties which are hearied iinnn tim ttrnm an <1 . 1 
girls.

A Roumanian wedding party is one of the 
nosiest and jolliest gatherings that can lie im­ 
agined, The chief feature of the celebration 
is tho dance held after the tying of tho nup­ 
tial knot. A reporter was present for a short 
time at a dance of this description held at a 
hall on tho Bowery. 
The couple had been 
united at the synagogue in the afternoon.
